The use of salt amorg 
horses, cattle and sheep is advocatec 
by the highest veterinary, authorities 
Pigs, on the contrary, are extremeb 
susceptible to the poisonous influence 
of the agent, and experiments have 
been made which had, after smai 
doses regularly administered, fatal re* 
suits. Habitually, as a matter of course, 
all animals consume a certain portion 
of salt, as it exists in certain propor- 
tions in most articles of food.—London 
Mail.

If this massage is not an ad- 
junct to the ordinary chiropodist's work, 
the wise woman witt find one who doea 
use it, for the results are certainly much 
to be desired. 


For those who cannot afforS the serv- 
ices of a good chiropodist a few words ' 
of advice may be of some benefit. If. the 
massaging is attempted at home. 
the 
ointment used in the work should con- 
sist of the ordinary cold cream mixture. 
with two drams of borax and two ounces 
of witch hazel, and two drams of Hsterine 
added to six ounces of the cream.

Should 
this accident occur, the flesh surround- 
ing the cut and the cut itself should be 
powdered with boracic acid, and n. stock- 
ins with white foot should be worn until 
the ton is nealed Many of the bad re- 
sults from the removal of corns come 
from carelessness in this respect- Per-

cured if the cause is 
removed, and as that cause is,

times out of ten. the wearing of shoes. 
the cures are very few. However, it will

they may by a little work, keep their 
feet in a. condition of comparative ca.se. 
Those who complain of. for-t that burn 
as if they were- on fire, will find r'.-Iief by 
using a mixture consisting of a spoonful 
of tannic acid to about fight ounces of 
alcohol. This should he applied several 
tiir.es a day. and at niK'nt after bathing 
the feet in warm water.
